Washington, Feb. IO.— Minnesota’s 
representation in the house will be 
increased from nine to ten members 
under the terms of the apportionment 
bill passed by the house. 
This meas- 1 
ure, which provide® for a house of 
433 members, will be concurred in by ( 
the senate and approved by the prest- ; 
dent. 
The action of the house will enable I 
state legislatures now in session to J 
redistrict 
the 
congressional 
subdi- i 
visions on the basis of a population 
of 213,025 for each member, an add!- , 
tionnl member 
being allowed 
in a 
number of instances, for major frac­ 
tions. 
The representation of North 
and South Dakota is increased, re- ' 
■pectively, from two to three mem­ 
bers, Montana from one to two, while 
Iowa and Wisconsin each maintains 
its 
present 
representation, 
eleven 
members. 
Representative 
Lindbergh was the 
only Republican 
from 
Minnesota to 
vote against the caucus bill, which 
provided for a house of 391 members, 
Representative Hammond, the Demo­ 
crat from the state, also voted against 
the Republican caucus measure. 
Rep­ 
resentatives 
Davis, 
Stevens, 
Miller, 
Nye, Tawney and Volstead stood by the 
bill. 
Representative Steenerson was 
not registered as voting. 


Members Belt Party Caucus. 


For the first time since they have 
been in congress Representatives Burke 
of South Dakota and Hanna of North 
Dakota turned their backs on the 
adoption of a party caucus. 
They op­ 
posed the 391 bill on the ground that 
as the interests of their states were 
directly affected they 
did not feel 
bound by the decision of the caucus. 
Representative Martin of South Da­ 
kota, who was opposed to the caucus | 
bill on the same ground, did not vote, 
He was absent from the house on oth­ 
er business. No record vote was taken 
on the bill that was passed. 
The leaders, having been defeated in 
their efforts to put through the 391 
bill, did not press the issue further. Of 
the eighteen Republican representa­ 
tives who voted against the caucus bill 
sixteen were regulars.

other progressive who 
violated the 
agreement reached in caucus was Rep­ 
resentative Kendall of Iowa.

Evidently there is a desire on Hie [airt 
of quite a number of people id have 
President Taft take hold of tile senate 
and house, knock their heads together 
and fort e them to pass a number of 
measures which he has recommended. 
Notably among them are the Canadian 
ret iproeity agreement and ihe bill for 
a permanent tariff hoard. 
Then* is every indication that sinh 
a procedure on the part of the presi­ 
dent would be regarded In many quar­ 
ters sis a most beneficial executive ac­ 
tion. 
But the president believes that 
as much will be gained bv giving pub­ 
lic sentiment an opportunity ti* push 
these matters as lf lie should make a 
spectacular play of executive force. 
Tho president tieilevos that the sen­ 
timent is so strong throughout tile 
country for both Canadian reciprocity 
and a tariff commission that it will 
have as much effect as the threat of 
an extra session or any other method 
of executive pressure. 


Will Treat Thom Right. 
Although there is a great deal of 
race prejudice on the Pacific coast 
against botli Japanese and the Chi­ 
nese, the California men give. assur­ 
ances that the people of those nations 
will receive fair treatment at the com­ 
ing exposition. 
It is already assured, 
says Congressman Kahn, that both 
Japan and China will make the most 
elaborate exhibits that were ever seen 
at any exposition and that race preju­ 
dice will not interfere In any way with 
the exposition. 
It is also known that the Japanese 
and Chinese merchants who make ex­ 
hibits expect to sell large quantities 
of their goods to their people living in 
America, and in this as in other things 
the dollar will cut a big figure. 


Good Roads Gaining Favor. 
Soon after the house run over the 
postoffice committee and raised the pay 
of the rural carriers, necessitating an

Chairman Weeks of that com 
mittee was speaking of how the same 
men would make the money fly if they

There must be some 
water for a river and harbor appropria­ 
tion, and there must be a town for a 
public building.

be necessary for a road appropriation 
would be ground enough upon which 
to build it. 
Every follow could get his 
share of public money by a good 
roads bill.”

At all events, whenever inquiries are 
made concerning matters before the 
finance committee the Utah senator is 
asked to give an answer. 
Not only that, but different senators 
have consulted Smoot in regard to the 
order of business and matter of sen­ 
ate procedure in the senate just as 
they formerly consulted Aldrich. Noth­ 
ing like an official announcement has 
been made, but it has been taken for 
granted that Smoot is a kind of dep­ 
uty for Aldrich during the remainder 
of this term of congress.

any black listed men. 
Even if he 
makes good every penny and does 
penance on naked knees his one littl? 
"slip” ends him for life from oc­ 
cupying any position whe*v a surety 
bond is required. 
It is jus tin snine 
if false rumors have been loud enough 
to make the company suspicious, or 
the defalcation has behn caused by 
an accidental loss

ciouslyreported him. 
The company 
cancels his bond and his employer 
has to discharge him for no other 
reason lint the “ bond company has 
turned him dow n.”

particle of competent 
proof 
before the courts, and courts and 
juries are powerless without compe­ 
tent evidence to prove the offence. 
Unscrupulous employers are also 
using these circum stances as a big

over your 
helpless head. 
If 
you do not do his unlaw ful bidding 
or if you refuse to stay in his em ­ 
ploy against your w ill and conscience 
or self respect, he will him self re­ 
port you to the bond company and the 
result is just the same.
